So limited is the 
mind of man, and so selfish is he even 
In his most ex alted moments, that he 
cannot but treat every subject with 
sp ecial regard to his own emotions, 
p references and interests. I hav e not 
only to choose a wife for my son, I 
hav e to choose another member for 
my own family , a consideration which 
cannot but affect by reasoning up on so 
delicate a top ic. 
If my son were to 
be married tomorrow, and dep art for 
* the uttermost p arts of the earth on 
the 
day following, I might not feel 
the p ressure of the matter so sensi­ 
tiv ely ; but w'hen I reflect that my son 
and his wife are going to live within 
five minutes’ walk of my own house, 
and they will p robably come at least 
thrice a week for their sup p er at my 
table, it Is Imp ossible for me to bring 
my suscep tibilities within the control | 
of a stern or even Sp artan discip line. 
First of all, my son’s wife must have 
a roomy and well furnished head.

the Rank and File. 
Here is an incident o f so ldier life 
which demo nstrates why the o fficers 
and men o f the British 
army

Qu een Victo ria. 
She lo v es a grandly 
co u rageo u s and genero u s o fficer, and 
she lo v es a grandly brav e and gener­ 
o u s member o f the rank and file. We 
clip the fo llo wing fro m the Pittsbu rg 
Disp atch o f Janu ary 21. Read it: 
“The late Lo rd William Beresfo rd 
was essentially a so ldier, and he had 
do ne brilliant fighting serv ice fo r the 
British 
army . 
His camp aigns were 
the Jo wakl ex p editio n, the Zu lu war, 
the Afghan war and the Bu rmah ex ­ 
p editio n. In each o f these he wo n the 
co v eted ho no r o f disp atch—mentio n, 
and when the battle o f Ulu ndl, which 
bro ke the 
p o wer o f Ceteway o , was 
o v er. Lo rd William, o r “Bill.” as the 
army p referred affectio nately to sty le 
him, had been reco mmended fo r the 
Victo ria Cro ss, u nder circu mstances 
o f mo st no table v alo r. This was the 
rescu e o f a wo u nded co mrade in the 
face o f sev eral tho u sand Zu lu s. Sin­ 
gle-handed Lo rd Beresfo rd held 
the 
sav age ho rde at bay with his rev o l­ 
v er, while 
assisting 
the 
wo u nded 
man to to mo u nt his o wn ho rs^. A* 
the 
mo st critical 
p o int a co mrade, 
the 
brav e Sergeant O’To o le, 
fo rtu ­ 
nately came 
hack, sho t do wn Zu lu 
after Zu lu with co o l co u rage, and then 
aided Beresfo rd in keep ing the wo u nd­ 
ed man in the saddle till the laager 
was reached, where no o ne co u ld tell 
whether it was the 
rescu er o r res­ 
cu ed 
was 
the 
wo u nded 
man, 
so 
smeared was Beresfo rd with bo rro wed 
blo o d. Lo rd William was co mmanded 
to Windso r to receiv e 
the 
reward 
“fo r v alo r’’ fro m the 
hands o f 
his 
so v ereign. Bu t so mething mo re may 
be to ld. 
Beresfo rd p lainly to ld her 
majesty that he co u ld no t in ho no r re­ 
ceiv e 
reco gnitio n o f the 
serv ice it 
had been his go o d fo rtu ne to p erfo rm 
u nless 
that 
reco gnitio n 
was shar­ 
ed In by Sergeant O’To o le, who , he 
p ersisted in maintaining, deserv ed in- 
flnitely greater credit than any which 
might attach to him. 
No t less than 
so ldierly v alo r can Qu een Victo ria ap ­ 
p reciate so ldiery ho nesty , genero sity 
and mo desty ; and so the nex t “Ga­ 
zette” anno u nced that the p ro u dest,re­ 
ward a British so ldier can asp ire to 
had been co nferred o n Sergeant 
Ed­ 
mu nd O’To o le o f Baker’s Ho rse.”

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 
— Progress is 
the watchword iii the ho u st^f repre­ 
sentatives and delay is the byword in 
the senate of the congress of the 
United States. 
With the most com­ 
mendable promptness the houtte is dis­ 
posing of urgent and important meas­ 
ures. 
The new apportionment bill is 
the most notable measure passed in 
the house during the past week, and 
It is likely that the river and harbor 
Improvement bill, carrying with it pro­ 
vision for an expenditure of close to 
$70,000,000, will be sent to the senate 
for its consideration before the week 
Closes. 
• • • 
In the senate, meanwhile, the army 
reorganization bill has become the 
weary subject of daily discussion. 
It 
is as clear as noonday that a few sena­ 
tors who are entirely irresponsible— 
men about to retire to private life_ 
are the stumbling blocks to effective 
and necessary legislation on the part 
of the senate. There are outcroppings 
at times, too, of cabals, not entirely 
composed of the irresponsible, who do 
their work In a secret and cunning 
manner, almost defying detection. Not 
a little of the delay in the passage of 
Important bills through the senate can 
now be traced to these powerful but 
carefully concealed cabals. 
• * • 
The senate has reached a stage where 
the control of legislation is vested in 
the hands of a few, who are able to 
say what legislation shall pass by be­ 
ing able to say what legislation shall 
not pass. In this indirect but none the 
less effective manner the control of af­ 
fairs has been absorbed by a few pow­ 
erful men—men whose names seldom 
appear in print, men who rarely engage 
in debate, men of the least prominence, 
but of the greatest influence in “the 
most deliberative body on earth.” This 
sort of thing has been tolerated for a 
long time, but there are many signs of 
a determination on the part of the 
growing and restive majority to put an 
end to an intolerable senatorial oligar­ 
chy. 
• * • 
It so happens for the moment that 
the filibusters in the open are discredit­ 
ed and uninfluential men in the senate 
—men who for petty spite or for even 
less worthy motives are seeking to pre­ 
vent the enactment of needed legisla­ 
tion In a reasonable and businesslike 
manner. Things will be so crowded at 
the end of the session that It is more 
than likely that a number of measures 
will be pushed through that would nev­ 
er be placed upon the statutes but for 
the hurry and disregard of conse­ 
quences so much In evidence in the 
closing days of a congressional session. 
And it is because this is so, It is be­ 
cause these poor, weak things are will­ 
ing to show their hands in the open, 
that it is unnecessary for those more 
powerful senators whose purposes the 
filibusters are serving to even lift a fin­ 
ger or do a thing. 


ore is ridiculous. 
The people cannot 
devote the time to this sort of thing; 
they send men to congress to do that 
for them, depending upon their ability 
to enact honest and effective laws. 
When a few men in congress come 
forward, therefore, and put forth as 
an excuse for their withholding their 
support of any great public measure 
that it does not precisely suit them, 
and yet they offer nothing to take its 
place, and by their action prevent the 
enactment of needed legislation, they 
stamp themselves as incompetent or as 
impracticable. 
• * • 
This applies to the shipping bill and 
to any other great measure. The one 
named has passed through every stage 
of legislative consideration except that 
of debate in both branches, and even 
as to the latter the senate has in pan 
thrashed out some of the provisions of 
the bill, sufficient in themselves for 
anybody who chooses to to make up his 
mind whether the great principles of 
the bill are worthy of his support or not. 
Matters of detail, if Incorrect In opera­ 
tion. may be easily corrected. The prin­ 
ciple should be either established or 
rejected, and this is precisely what the 
people are expecting at the hands of 
their representatives in congress.

Here is an incident of soldier life 
which demonstrates why the officers 
and men of the British 
army 
love 
Queen Victoria. 
She loves a grandly 
courageous and generous officer, and 
she loves a grandly brave and gener­ 
ous member of the rank and file, We 
clip the following from the Pittsburg 
Dispatch of January 21. Read it: 
“The late Lord William Beresford 
was essentially a soldier, and he had 
done brilliant fighting service for the 
British 
army. 
His campaigns were 
the Jowaki expedition, the Zulu war, 
the Afghan war and the Burmah ex­ 
pedition. In each of these he won the 
coveted honor of dispatch—mention, 
and when the battle of Ulundi, which 
broke the 
power of Cetewayo, was 
over, Lord William, or “Bill.” as the 
army preferred affectionately to style 
him, had been recommended for the 
Victoria Cross, under circumstances 
of most notable valor. This was the 
rescue of a wounded comrade in the 
face of several thousand Zulus.

The new apportionment bill is 
the most notable measure passed in 
the house during the past week. and 
it is likely that the river and harbor 
improvement bill, carrying with it pro­ 
vision for an expenditure of close to 
$70,000,000, will be sent to tile senate 
for its consideration before the week 
Closes. 


In the senate, meanwhile, the army 
reorganization 
bill has become the 
weary subject of daily discussion. 
It 
Is as clear as noonday that a few sena­ 
tors who are entirely irresponsible— 
men about to retire to private life_ 
are the stumbling blocks to effective 
and necessary legislation on the part 
of the senate. There are outcroppings 
at times, too, of cabals, not entirely 
composed of the irresponsible, who do 
their work In a secret and cunning 
manner, almost defying detection. Not 
a little of the delay in the passage of 
Important bills through the senate can 
now lie traced to these powerful but 
carefully concealed cabals. 


ure Is ridiculous. 
The people cannet 
devote the time to this sort of thing; 
they send men to congress to do that 
for them, depending upon their ability 
to enact honest and effective laws. 
When a few men in congress come 
forward, therefore, and put forth as 
an excuse for their withholding their 
support of any great public measure 
that it does not precisely suit them, 
aud yet they offer nothing to take its 
place, and by their action prevent the 
enactment of needed legislation, they 
stamp themselves as incompetent or as 
Impracticable. 


ETHICS OF FISHING. 


A SCIENTIFIC VIEW O F T H E A L L E G E D 
CRUELTY O F THE SPO RT. 


This applies to the shipping bill and 
to any other great measure.

named has passed through every stage 
of legislative consideration except that 
of debate in both branches, and even 
es to the latter the senate has in part 
thrashed out some of the provisions if 
the bill, sufficient in themselves for 
anybody who chooses to to make up his 
mind whether the great principles of 
the bill are worthy of his support or not. 
Matters of detail, if incorrect in opera­ 
tion. may be easily corrected. The prin­ 
ciple should be either established or 
rejected, and this is precisely what the 
people are expecting at the hands of 
their representatives in congress.

The senate has reached a stage where 
the control of legislation is vested in 
the hands of a few, who are able to 
say what legislation shall pass by be­ 
ing able to say what legislation shall 
not pass. In this Indirect but none the 
less effective manner the control of af­ 
fairs has been absorbed by a few pow­ 
erful men men whose names seldom 
appear in print, men who rarely engage 
in debate, men of the least prominence, 
but of the greatest influence in “the 
most deliberative body on earth.” This 
sort of thing has been tolerated for a 
long time, but there are many signs of I 
a determination on the part of tile 
growing and restive majority to put an 
end to an intolerable senatorial oligar­ 
chy. 


It so happens for the moment that 
the filibusters in the open are discredit­ 
ed and uninfluential men in the senate 
—men who for petty spite or for even 
less worthy motives are seeking to pre­ 
vent the enactment of needed legisla­ 
tion In a reasonable and businesslike 
manner. Things will be so crowded at 
the end of the session that it is more 
than likely that a number of measures 
will be pushed through that would nev­ 
er be placed upon the statutes but for 
the hurry and disregard of conse­ 
quences so much In evidence in the 
closing days of a congressional session. 
And it Is because this is so, it is be­ 
cause these poor, weak things are will­ 
ing to show their hands In the open, 
that it is unnecessary for those more 
powerful senators whose purposes the 
filibusters are serving to even lift a fin­ 
ger or do a thing. 


K it c h e n e r M ade H er T r e m b le .

How the appropriation bills are to 
be properly discussed and passed Is 
now becoming a problem. The passage 
cf the army reorganization bill Is as­ 
sured, there Is much of doubt eoncern- 
the apportionment bill, and the 
Nicaragua canal bill seems to have 
fallen by the wayside— It has, for the 
time being at least, been side tracked. 
The shipping bill seems to have more 
strength than any measure not an ap­ 
propriation bill, and its active friends 
seem confident of its passage. 
It Is a 
question, they say, whether the inter­ 
ests of the American people or of 
foreign shipowners shall prevail and 
e considered In the congress of the 
I citeil States, 
if the bill Is defeated 
•cd if our people are compelled as a 
consequence to go on indefinitely pay- 
g $175,000,000 a year to foreign ship 
owners in ocean freight rates that are 
steadily growing higher, there will be 
reckoning between the people and 
inelr representatives one of these days 
at the latter will long remember.

La Eucha of Havana in a long edi­ 
torial “giving fits” to American visitors 
to Cuba generally comes out strong in 
defense of Cuban trousers and of the 
narrow streets of the Cuban capital.

Presently the impulses of the hu­ 
mane side of Ids nature made a little 
hesitating protest against tin* more 
savage instincts of the sportsmanlike 
side. 
The wriggling of the fish when 
he caught them troubled him, and he 
sought to apologize to his conscience 
for the suffering he was apparently in- 
fileting,

get out of that wet water.”

Curiously enough, if we may accept 
the testimony of the scientists, tin* lit- I 
tie boy was quite right. A fish is never 
so happy as when he Is drawn out of 
the water. The air is to bim quite all 
that laughing gas is to a human being. 
It gives him a hundred times more 
oxygen per second than his gills ever 
got for him from the inhalation of wa­ 
ter. 
It makes him delightfully drunk­ 
en. 
It exhilarates him. 
It fills him 
with a completeness of physical joy— 
the only joy he Is capable of feeling— 
wholly unknown to him In his native 
element. 
He dies presently, It is true, 
but he dies In an ecstasy of enjoyment 
Instead of dying In his appointed fash­ 
ion by suffocation In the maw of some 
bigger fish. 
I 
In a footnote to the thirteenth canto 
of “Don Juan” Byron denounces Izaak 
Walton as a “sentimental savage” and 
characterizes fishing as "the cruelest, 
the coldest of pretended sports.” That 
only shows how little Byron knew 
about the matter. 
His sports involved 
the sacrifice of women rather than 
worms. 
It Is time to set this matter of fish­ 
ing upon Its moral legs, as it were, an 
end to be accomplished merely by tell­ 
ing the truth about It. 
A fish is the 
very lowest form of the vertebrates. It 
Is incapable of any joy except that of 
getting hooked and thus drawn out of 
the water to which its nature con­ 
demns It and for a time breathing the 
air that Intoxicate* It In delightfully 
deadly fashion. It lins not even the In­ 
stinct of sexual association except In 
the case of a few rare species. 
It 
knows nothing of companionship, for 
the scientists tell us that even when 1 
fish swim In “schools” It Is only lie- I 
cause they are engaged In a common 
predatory pursuit of prey, each endeav­ 
oring to snatch from the others the 
morsels they seek to swallow. 
So low In the scale is the fish that 
even In eating he has no pleasure ex­ 
cept that of distending his stomach. 
For the scientists find no “taste gob­ 
lets” at the base of bis tongue, and ev­ 
ery fisherman knows that the fish 
swallows his prey whole, with no pos 
slbillty of detecting its flavor. 
And 
further, every fisherman who has troll­ 
ed knows that the fish is so far an in­ 
discriminate gormand In his search for 
food that he will swallow a coffee 
spoon with a bur attached as readily 
as the daintiest halt morsel that could 
be displayed In front of his greedy eyes 
and his rapacious mouth. 
Still, again, every fish that Is caught 
upon a hook gets only what he de­ 
serves. 
He is caught every time In an 
attempt to swallow some other crea­ 
ture whole and digest It In slow tor­ 
ture. 
Indeed the entire life of every 
fish Is passed in a ceaseless endeavor 
to catch and swallow other fish. So far 
as science can discover, fish of most 
species make no distinction even In fa­ 
vor of their own young, their only 
ground of selection being a considera­ 
tion for their Individual throats In the 
act of swallowing. 
On that account 
Alone the severely spined sunfish es­ 
capes the predatory perch, and the 
bullhead the moment his “horns” are 
hard ceases to be In danger even from 
the most voracious of pickerel. 
The fisherman Is not a monster of 
wanton cruelty. 
He Is merely a de­ 
scendant of Adam exercising that “do­ 
minion’’ over Inferior creatures which 
Cod 
authorized 
him 
to exercise — 
George Cary Eggleston In New York 
World.
